a first support brace including a first end connected to the first leg assembly 
and a second end connected to the support assembly; and 

a second support brace including a first end connected to the scone leg 
assembly and a second end connected to the support assembly, bottom surface of th e

a support brac e having a first end and a s e cond e nd, the first e nd b e ing 
attach e d to th e first l e g and the s e cond e nd b e ing attach e d to th e support ass e mbly. 



2. (Currently Amended) The table as reeited in Claim claim 1, wherein the first 
mounting ridge and the second mounting ridge haye a generally mounting structur e compris e s a pair 
ef C-shaped configuration mounting ridg e s form e d on th e bottom surfac e of th e table top. 

3 . (Currently Amended) The table as recited in Claim claim 1 , wherein the first side rail 
includes an aperture that is sized and configured to receive an end of the cross bar and the second 
side rail including an aperture that is sized and configured to receive another end of the cross bar.

4. (Currently Amended) The table as r e cit e d in Claim claim 1 , wherein the first side rail 
includes a first aperture that is sized and configured to receive an end of a first cross bar and the 
second side rail includes a first aperture that is sized and configured to receive another end of the 
first cross bar: and 

wherein the first side rail includes a second aperture that is sized and configured to receive an 
end of a second cross bar and the second side rail includes a second aperture that is sized and 
configured to receive another end of the second cross bar.

5. (Currently Amended) The table as Feeted in Claim claim 1, wherein the first 
mounting ridge and the second mounting ridge are support assembly is formed integrally with the 
table top. 

(Currently Amended) The table as r e cit e d in Claim claim 1 , wherein the table top is 
formed of blow-molded plastic. 

7. (Currently Amended) The table as r e cit e d in Claim claim 1 , wherein the mounting 
structure is formed of blow-molded plastic. 

8. (Currently Amended) The table as r e cit e d in Claim claim 1, wherein the jframe 
ass e mbly further comprises a pair of spaced apart side rails and a pair of spac e d apart end rails that 
are generally disposed transversely to the first side rail and the second side rail, pair of sid e rails and 
conn e cted ther e b e tween, wh e r e in th e tabl e l e g is conn e ct e d to on e of th e pair of e nd rails. 

9. (Currently Amended) The table as r e cit e d in Claim claim 1, wherein the first 
moimting ridge of the mounting structure is disposed proximate the second mounting ridge of the - 
mounting structure, firam e assembly fiirth e r compris e s: 

a s e cond l e g conn e ct e d to th e bottom surfac e of th e tabl e top; and 

a s e cond support brac e having a first e nd and a second e nd, th e first e nd b e ing 

attach e d to th e s e cond l e g and th e second e nd b e ing attach e d to th e support ass e mbly, 

wh e r e in th e unitary storag e structur e is configur e d to rec e ive at l e ast a portion of th e 

first l e g and at l e ast a portion of the s e cond leg when the first l e g and the second leg are in a 

fold e d position.

10. (New) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed from blow-molded plastic, the table top including a top 
portion, a bottom portion, and an outer perimeter; 

a first leg assembly selectively movable between an extended position and a collapsed 
position relative to the table top; 

a second leg assembly selectively movable between an extended position and a 
collapsed position relative to the table top; 

a mounting structure including a first generally C-shaped mounting portion and a 
second generally C-shaped mounting portion, the first and second moimting portions 
extending outwardly from the bottom portion of the table top, the first and second mounting 
portions being formed in the bottom portion of the table top as part of a unitary, one-piece 
construction; 

a support assembly including a first side rail attached to the first generally C-shaped 
mounting portion and a second side rail attached to the second generally C-shaped mounting 
portion, the support assembly including at least one cross bar connected to the first side rail 
and the second side rail; 

a first support brace including a first end connected to the first leg assembly and a 
second end being connected to the support assembly; and 

a second support brace including a first end connected to the second leg assembly and 
a second end connected to the support assembly. 
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1 1 . (New) The table as in Claim 1 0, wherein the first side rail has a generally L-shaped 
cross-section and the first side rail includes at least one aperture that is sized and configured to 
receive a portion of the at least one cross bar of the support assembly; and 

wherein the a second side rail has a generally L-shaped cross-section and the second side rail 
includes at least one aperture that is sized and configured to receive a portion of the at least one cross 
bar of the support assembly. 

12. (New) The table as in Claim 1 0, wherein the first side rail includes an opening that is 
sized and configured to receive an end of a cross bar; and wherein the second side rail includes an 
opening that is sized and configured to receive another end of the cross bar. 

1 3 . (New) The table as in Claim 1 0, fiirther comprising a fi-ame attached to the table top, 
the frame including a first side rail and a second side rail, the support assembly being positioned 
between and spaced apart fi-om the first side rail and the second side rail of the firame. 

1 4. (New) The table as in Claim 1 0, further comprising a lip downwardly extending from 
the bottom portion of the table top, the lip being formed in the table top as part of the unitary, one- 
piece construction, the support assembly being positioned at least substantial distance away fi-om the 



lip. 
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15. (New) A table comprising: 

a table top at least partially constructed from plastic, the table top including an upper 
portion and a lower portion; 

a first leg assembly selectively movable between an extended position and a collapsed 
position relative to the table top; 

a second leg assembly selectively movable between an extended position and a 
collapsed position relative to the table top; 

a mounting structure comprising: 

a first generally C-shaped mounting portion; and 

a second generally C-shaped mounting portion, the first mounting portion and 
the second mounting portion extending outwardly from the lower portion of the table 
top, the first mounting portion and the second mounting portion being integrally 
formed in the lower portion of the table top as part of a unitary, one-piece 
construction; and 
a support assembly comprising: 

a first side rail attached to the first generally C-shaped mounting portion; 

a second side rail attached to the second generally C-shaped moxmting 
portion; and 

at least one cross bar disposed between and connected to the first side rail and 
the second side rail of the support assembly. 
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16. (New) The table as in Claim 1 5, fiirther comprising a first support brace including a 
first end connected to the first leg assembly and a second end being connected to the support 
assembly; and a second support brace including a first end connected to the second leg assembly and 
a second end connected to the support assembly. 

1 7. (New) The table as in Claim 15, wherein the first side rail has a generally L-shaped 
cross-section and the first side rail includes at least one aperture that is sized and configured to 
receive a portion of the at least one cross bar of the support assembly; and 

wherein the a second side rail has a generally L-shaped cross-section and the second side rail 
includes at least one aperture that is sized and configured to receive a portion of the at least one cross 
bar of the support assembly. 

18. (New) The table as in Claim 15, wherein the first side rail includes an opening that is 
sized and configured to receive an end of a cross bar; and wherein the second side rail includes an 
opening that is sized and configured to receive another end of the cross bar. 

1 9. (New) The table as in Claim 1 5, fiirther comprising a frame attached to the table top, 
the frame including a first side rail and a second side rail, the support assembly being positioned 
between and spaced apart from the first side rail and the second side rail of the frame. 
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20. (New) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed fi-om blow-molded plastic, the table top including an upper 
portion, a lower portion and an outer perimeter; 

a first leg assembly selectively movable between an extended position and a collapsed 
position relative to the table top; 

a second leg assembly selectively movable between an extended position and a 
collapsed position relative to the table top; 

a mounting structure formed in the lower portion of the table top as part of a unitary, 
one-piece structure, the mounting structure comprising: 

a first mounting portion extending outwardly firom the lower portion of the 

table top; and 

a second moxmting portion extending outwardly fi'om the lower portion of the 
table top; 

a support assembly positioned proximate a generally central portion of the table top 

and positioned at least substantial distance away fi*om the outer perimeter of the table top, the 

support assembly comprising: 

a first cross bar including a first end and a second end; 

a first side rail being connected to the first mounting portion of the mounting 

structure, the first side rail being first end of the first cross bar; and 

a second side rail being connected to the second mounting portion of the 

mounting structure, the second side rail being connected to second end of the first 
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cross bar; 

a first support brace including a proximal end connected to the first leg assembly and 
a distal end being connected to the support assembly; and 

a second support brace including a proximal end connected to the second leg 
assembly and a distal end connected to the support assembly. 
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
